Arrival of Immigrants This Month 
Shows Great Increase. 

New York, January 12.—The official rec- 
Ords at Ellis island show that for the 
first month of the new year immigration 
to this country is likely to exceed all 
records. 

I'rom January | to 10 the arrivals num- 
ber over 14,000. For the whole month 
of January, 1904, the arrivals were only 
19,000. : 

Deportations for the same period are 
also record-breaking. For the first ten

of congress. There remafn bit six weeks 
of this short sesssion, it expiring by 
limitation on the 4th of March, and in 
the light of past experience it can be 
sald with certainty that very little more 
than the passage of the regular appro- 
priation bills may be expected before 
the end comes. There is still some de- 
gree of uncertainiy over the extra ses- 
sion question, though the belief is strong 
that there will be no extra session before 
October, if then. So, in the natural or- 
der of things, a serious attempt at legis. 
lation bearing upon the railroad ques- 
tion cannot be expected before the reg- 
ular session in December, which means 
until the early part of next year. 

There may be, and probably will be, a 
00d deal of talk over the evils of freight 
rate discrimination and over the various 
and sundry remedies already proposed, 
and which will be proposed.

only have several bills been already in- 
troduced, but many a man not yet heard 
from has a bill or resolution in process 
of incubation. 

Senator Newlands’ Resolution. 

Of those already proposéd, one of the 
most interesting is the joint resolution of 
Senator Newlands, of Nevada, providing 
for the creation of,a commission to frame 
a national incorporation act for rail- 
roads engaged in interstate commege. 
The pr@minence of Mr. Newlands in the 


business world, his large interests and 
to any suggestion bearing 
might be termed the practical side of 
legissAtion coming ‘from him. His sug- 
gestion of the creation of a commission 
would seem a sensible way of entering 
upon the consfderation of a-.question of 
such great importance as this of the 
stricter regulation of interstate com- 
merce, but it is hardly to be expected 
that the republicans will accept a prop- 
osition coming from the democratic side 
of congress.

For the creation of a pen- 
sion fund for railroad employees dis- 
qualified either by injury or by age for 
active service, Dy setting aside a per-

“The purpose of my resolution is 
to create a commission which shall 
investigate the whole situation and 
report a bill for the national incor- 
portion of interstate railroads. 
The recent evolution in railway man- 
agement must be recognized. Al- 
most the entire railroad mileage in 
the United States is under the con- 
of about ten well-known 6ys- 
tems. These systems are national in 
the scope of their operations. They 
have passed far outside of the bounds 
of any state or group of states. 
Their well being and proper manage- 
ment are matters affecting the people 
of the United States. If there is 
any method whereby the nation may 
control the management of these 
corporations so as to make them ac- 
countable to the people of the United 
States, we want to find it out and 
apply the proper laws. 

“By so doing if may be possible to 
make railroad taxes fixed and cer- 
tain and insure regular dividends, so 
that hereafter any increase of busi- 
ness may be accounted for either by 
betterment of the railroads, an _ in- 
crease of wages of railroad opera- 
tives, or by diminuation of rates to 
the whole people. By national con- 
trol all matters pertaining to the rail- 
roads will be known and can be reg- 
ulated accordingly. 

“T have not the slightest doubt that 
the constitution of the United States 
confers power upon congress to place 
railroads under national 
control. The power to regulate in- 
terstate and foreign commerce has 
never been fully developed, but that 
it sufficiently broad to warrant 
the incorporation and control of rall- 
roads doing business between the 
states cannot be doubted. The only 
question remaining is whether or not 
it is expedient and wise to practi- 
cally obliterate state lines, so far as 
such Tailroads are concerned, and 
place them in the control of the na- 
We do not consider state lines

lines so far as the 
railroads are concerned, and that 
the proper method of assuming na- 
tional control is by providing for the 
incorporation of railroads as national 
instrumentalities for the conduct of 
interstate commerce. The national 
government, it would naturally fol- 
low, would have the power to tax 
these corporations, to fix their rates, 
and to control them in their opera- 
tion. To do this would, I feel sure, 
be better not only for the public but 
for all legitimate capital invested in 
railroad properties.’’

Situation in Russia Greatly 


Disturbing Nicholas 


Emperor Undecided on What Course 
to Follow and Will Not Let 
Mirsky Retire, Though His 
Advice is Not 

Followed. 


St. Petersburg, January !2.—The gov- 
ernment seemingly is about to make the 
decision that prestige abroad and the 
situation at hdme require the continua-~ 
tion of the war tH] peace with dignity 
is possible. 

Beyond this point, however, confusion 
exists, especially regarding the immedi- 
ate development of the interior situa- 
tion, Emperor Nieholas is still apparent- 
ly vacillating ag to whether he shall 
allow M. \§itte full sway, in the mean- 
time declining to permit Prince Svioto- 
polk-Mirsky to retire. 

The latter persists in the view that the 
confidence of the people in the manner 
in which the reform manifesto is to be 
worked out is vital, and that this is im- 
possible if the work is to be left com- 
pletely in the hands of the bureaucrats. 
Direct consultation with the representa- 
tive classes interested he holds essential, 

Prince Mirsky Ignored. 

It has now been definitely established 
that the third section of the manifesto 
as it was originally @rafted by Minister 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky proviaed for repre- 
sentation of the aeénstvos in the council 
of the empire and that it was stricken 
out against his earnest protest. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky’s retirement 
from the ministry of the interior con- 
tinues to be considered as only a matter 
of a short time, although there is seem- 
ing evidence that the emperor hopes by 
temporizing to avoid necessity of conc- 
centrating the reins of power in the 
hands of M. Witte. Should a real storm 
break, however, no one doubts that M, 
W.tte is the one strong man in sight 
who can be called to the bridge. 

The lack ot cohesion and alignment of 
the forces opposed to the existing state 
of things, and mutual distrust of each 
other’s programme seems to make any- 
thing approaching actual revolution at 
the present time unworthy of serious con- 
sideration. Socialists, revolutionists and

|'other extreme elements as well as the 
‘subject races on the borders of Russia, 
all have different objectives with 
which the conservative leberals 
‘whom the government really hopes

for economic reasons, and because it 
\takes their loved ones away, have given

tion, 

Bomb Throwers Chiefly Feared. 

Demonstrations and even disorders on 
a large scale in the centers of population 
are regarded by the authorities as possi- 
ble, accompanied by a recurrence of ter- 
rorism by those who believe the bomb 
is the only weapon with which they can 
fight absoluteism. This last is really 
considered the likeliest and most deplor- 
able possibility in the near future. For 
the moment, however, all is quiet in the 
interior, the people seemingly being ab- 
‘sorbed with the Christmas holidays, No 
further disorders have occurred in con- 
nection with mobilization, the only active 
movement of any sort noted being 
demonstrations at Nijni Novgorggd and 
Moscow,- both confined to meetings of 
schoo] professors who took advantage of 
the occasion t protest against the dis- 
abilities under which they de@@jred the 
staffs of the universities labored, and 
adopted resolutions in favor of reforms 
on the lines of the recent Zemstvo 
memorial, but going further than the 
emperor's manifesto.

The cost of the guaranty to the owner 
of cotton is about 3 cents a bale or a 
scarcely appreciable addition to the ai- 
‘ready moderate ware house charges ex- 
isting throughout the south. It gen- 
er@ily believed by those to whom the 
Plan has been unfolded thut in it na- 
been found the most practical means of 
enabling farmers to borrow money 
cheaply and quickly on whatever cotton 
they desire to hold. 

The first request for a guarante2ed re- 
ceipt came to Mr. Hanson a week agu 
yesterday, but two years ago the boards 
of directors of his companies, fores¢e- 
ing such conditions as now exist, adopt- 
ed a resolution authorizing him to act 
on his personal authority. 

As soon as possible he held a confer- 
ence with Mr. E. M. Durant, who rep- 
resents the American Bonding Company 
in this territory. The contract be- 
tween the ware house companies was 
closed last Monday and announced yes- 
terday, a statement accompanying the 
announcement to the effect that the com- 
panies now stood ready to issue these 
generally negotiable receipts.
